Due Hudolph Bichard D«vis (known as Hicardoi, 
who then lived at the Fa rkch ester development in w ew Orleans, was in charge of 
it. iie has since moved ©way. a number of witnesses have given descriptions th&t, 
in acme degree, differ® from this site, pnrtieu3.arly ir ita most conspicuous 
feature, that swimming pool. 

The wife of one of your deputise, Obelise Ann Cole, might be helpful. 

By coincidence, the night before the Davie entr bro<e up, she accompanied him 
to the camp. He then alerted the men. .She was terrified, ea e young girl should 
heve been* Her account of the langth of time required to get there indicates 
a greeter distance then thre^ miles. Also, her description of the cumber and 
kinds of back roads traversed. 

It would be helpful to me in distinguishing one camp from another if 
you heve the names of the men at the various pieces. 1 can separata on that basis. 

Perhaps, in this coni-ection, Lt. Eeonett could be helpful to you, for 
he wo a at fill the cam s that night. 

During my investigation, I found a ma* who soys he was at still a 
fouitn comp, situated on State property along the lake, e maritime camp, from 
which small boats departed for v uba regularly. 

If you osn be of any further help, have any further information or 
names, nt matter how seemingly inconsequential, I certainly would appreciate 
it. I would like to be able to distinguish between the camps and locate them 
as precisely ss possible. Also, in your reports, if you still heve them, have 
you any indications that Lee Horvey Oswald or a man or men resembling him, were 
there? I have several such indications. They are not solid, but they repeat.
